Ao  tnat  time  urewster  returned  to  Scrooby.,  Upon  his  father 8 s 
death  In  1590,  he  was  himself  appointed  "Post",  or  raster  of 
the  Court  Mails  at  Scrooby,  holding  that  office  unt'l  Sept.  16 07, 

During  these  years,  the  Separatist  Congregation  which 
later  emigrated  to  Holland,  wasgathered  from  neighboring  vil¬ 
lages  under  th©  guidancs  of  Clifton  and  Robinson;  meeting  for 
worship ^ in ^ the  old  manor  house  at  Scrooby,  where  Wm.  Brewster 
entertained  therewith  "great  lovo" ,  and  was  their  special  stay 
and  help*  _ V/hen  in  160?,  they  made  their  first  unsuccessful 
effort  to  leave  England;  Brewster  and  Bradford  were  among 
those  imprisoned.  Finally  the  little  band  was  settled  under 
Robison,  minister  at  Leyden,  Holland,  Brewster  supported  him¬ 
self  by  teaching  English  to  students  In  the  university,  and  as 
a  printer.  He  was  very  scholarly,  writing  books  in  Latin. 

Upon  his  arrival  in  Leyden,  he  had  been  made  ruling  elder 
of  the  church  and  as  such  accompanied  the  Pilgrims  on  the  May¬ 
flower  to  Plymouth  c  His  wife,  Mary,  born  about  1559 ,  a  c  coni  pan - 
led  him;  and  died  at  Plymouth,  April  27,  1627.  He  was  the  4th 
signer  of  the  Mayflower  Compact,  and  was  thought  by  many  to  be 
the  man  who  wrote  it. 


During  the  early  years  of  the  colony,  v/hen  there  was  no 
minister,  Wm.  Brewster  "taught"  twice  on  the  Sabbath.  That 
he  was  the  moral,  religious,  and  spiritual  leader  at  that 
early  time  of  peril  and  struggle,  and  its  chief  civil  advisor 
and  trusted  guide  until  the  time  of  his  death,  is  quite  certain. 
He  has  been  called  the  "Chief  of  the  Pilgrims";  and  the  "First 
Apostle"  of  both  civil  and  religious  freedom  in  this  country.

Captain  WilllamPierce,  b.  abt.  1590,  m.  Jane . ;  res.  Boston. 

In  1624  he  owned  a  house  and  lot  in  Boston.  He  was  killed  in  the 
Bahamas,  at  New  Providence,  July  13,  l64l.  In  the  early  history 
of  the  colonies  he  was  the  most  celebrated  master  of  ships  that 
came  into  the  waters  of  New  England.  In  1629  he  commanded  the 
renouned  Mayflower  and  in  her  he  took  a  company  from  Holland 
as  far  as  the  Bay  on  their  way  to  Plymouth. 


Captainji^  military  officer;  brother  of  William;  and 

OUR  ANCESTOR j  was  born  in  England.  He  emigrated  to  America  about 
1645,  locating  first  in  Higham  in  1646;  removing  the  following  year 
to  Scituate,  Mass.,  where  he  resided  when  he  met  his  untimely  death. 

In  Scituate  he  purchased  land  in  the  Conihassett,  in  1647. 

His  hous  e  was  on  Cohasset  Road,  one  mile  from  the  present  North 
Meeting-House  at  the  wellknown  place  formerly  owned  by  Elijah 
Pierce  (6th  generation). 

While  there  is  no  record  of  Captain  Pierce's  family  in 
Scituate,  Hobart's  Journal  records  a  "Persis,  dau.  of  Michael  Pierce 
baptized,  1646";  also,  "Michael  Pierce's  daughter,  born  1662";  and 
"Michael  Pierce's  wife  died  1662". 

The  Narragansett s  early  in  the  spring  of  1676  had  committed 
ravages  in  Rhode  Island.  Parties  had  even  penetrated  to  Plymouth  and

killed  a  number  of  inhabitants.  On  this  alarm,  Captain  Michael 
Pierce  of  Scituate,  with  a  company  of  fifty  Englishmen  and  twenty 
friendly  Indians  from  Cape  Cod,  was  ordered  to  pursue  the  Indians 
toward  Rhode  Island.  He  proceeded  without  any  re-encounter,  near  to 
Pawtucket,  in  that  part  which  had  been  called  Attleboro  Gore,  when 
he  discovered  that  there  were  Indians  near  him,  but  not  suspecting  that 
Ganochett  was  there.  He,  therefore,  ventured  to  cross  the  river  and 
commence  the  attack  but  soon  found  himself  in  the  presence  of  an 
overwhelming  force.  To  fly  was  impossible;  and  to  retreat  in  order 
before  such  an  enemy  was  equally  desperate.  His  only  resource  was 
to  fall  back  to  the  river's  bank,  in  order  to  avoid  being  surrounded, 
and  make  the  sacrifice  of  himself  and  his  brave  men  as  costly  as 


possible  to  the  foe.  But  the  Indians,  having  a  large  force,  soon 
sent  a  party  across  the  river  to  attack  in  the  rear.  This  surprise 
only  induced  the  captain  to  change  the  front  of  his  company  by 
placing  them  back-to-back.  In  this  position,  they  fought  until 
nearly  every  man  fell,  with  a  bravery  as  great  as  that  at  Thermopylae, 
and  deserving  of  as  great  a  success. 


Captain  Pierce  fell  earlier  than  many  others.  Honor  is  due  one 
of  the  friendly  Indians,  called  Amos,  who  continued  to  stand  by  his 
commander  and  fight  until  affairs  were  utterly  desperate.  He  then 
escaped  by  blacking  his  face  with  powder  as  he  saw  the  enemy  had 
done,  and  so  passed  through  their  army  un-noticed. 
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Captain  Pierce  resided  in  that  part  of  Scituate  which  was 
incorporated  as  South  Scituate,  Feb.  lb,  1849.  Captain  Pierce 
assisted  in  erecting  the  first  saw-mill  which  was  burned  by  the 
Indians  May  20,  167 6.  It  was  only  a  short  distance  from  this 
place  that  Samuel  Woodworth  wrote  "The  Old  Oaken  Bucket",  "The 
vide- spreading  pond"  and  the  "mill  that  stood  by  it",  "the  dairy 
house",  the  "rock  where  the  cataract  fell",  and  even  "the  old  wall' 

if  not  the  "moss-covered  bucket"  itself,  may  still  be  seen  just  as 
"the  poet  has  described  them.
